Club Project 
Simple Direction Finder

At the last PPRAA meeting I spoke about a simple 
direction finder 1 thought would make a good club 
project. Ron and I used the direction finder on the last 
two Fox Hunts with good results. At the time many 
people sounded interested in building this direction 
finder. About 20 people were interested, and I 
currently have money from 10 people who were ready 
to start as soon as we could. The club Board of 
Directors has endorsed the project and has asked 
Ron, NKOP and myself to proceed with this. 


‘The project was originally in the May 1993 issue of 
QST and consists of a circuit board with about 25 
active components on it. Two antenna elements are 
connected to the board to provide signals that are 
rapidly switched by the direction finder. The output 
of the direction finder is connected to your HT or any 
FM receiver. The direction finder puts a 1000 Hz 
tone on the received signal which is nulled out when 
the antennas are broadside to the hidden transmitter. 


T have checked on the cost of the circuit board and 
the components and believe I can get them for $10 
per unit, Anyone interested in doing this who has not 
already given me money for a unit needs to contact 
Ron, NKOP, at 593-8352. For the $10 you will 
receive a circuit board and all components to go on 
the board. You will need to provide a 9 volt battery, 
number 12 or 14 gauge wire for the antenna elements, 
some mounting hardware, and some method of 
mounting the board to a handle (wood strips, PVC 
pipe, paint roller handle, etc.) 


Right now I plan on ordering the boards and 

components for 25 units, Please contact Ron as soon 
as possible to sign up for one of these units. Once we, 
have everything in hand you will be contacted and we 
will give them out at a club meeting, Our intention is 


to have an Elmer day to help those who have never 
put together a project like this. If there is enough 
interest, we may try a second order of boards and 
components.

I am really excited 
about doing this project with the club members and 
hope this type of activity will continue.
